I* Reference Ja wade to Central Intelligence Agency eenorendun 
dated 8 May 1952, SO DB-51B1B, eubjeot aa above, and to previous corree- 
pondanoa concerning Eugene DOLLMAN, fomer German SS Officer* 

2* Tha following raport, oonoaming Subject 1 ! recant aotivltlaa, 
evaluated ■C-3% baa baan fomiabad tha Asaiatant Chief of. Staff +J1-2, 
Department of the Amy, by Trieste United Stataa Troops, and ia for- 
warded for infomation* 

a* Eugene DOLIMAN was issued an Italian paaaport under the name 
of Eugenio AMCfflf through the intervention of the Italian Nary, for whoa 
he had performed valuable servioea* When DOUACAN could no longer be 
utilised by the Italians, the Italian Counter Espionage Service was re- 
quested to pick up DOLLMAN' s paaaport on the pretense of renewing it* 
However, DOLUtAN photographed the paaaport before releasing it to the 
Italians* 

b* When Swiss authorities (Bundes Polisel), who had tolerated 
the presence of DOLIMAM in Lugano, learned he no longer possessed a 
paaaport, thay promptly took steps to expel bin fron 9wies territory. 
However, the Italians were forced to accept bin as an Italian dtisen 
whan Subject produo ed the photograph of his Italian passport* 

o* DOLUCAM was escorted to the Itallan-9wlas border city of 
Chlaeso, where he was taken into custody by the Italian Counter Espionage 
Service and renoved to the Angelioan Convent on Plana Sant' Angelo #2, 
Mfttan, Italy* This convent is directed byi Franolecan Father Superior / 
^JCCA Enrico ( Padre Maroo F.O.M.) who is reported to have been involved 
in the di statement and hiding of Mussolini's body* After staying ten 
days at the oonvent, Skoject was furnished mn Italian passport and esoorted 
by Franciscan Fathee^Parini by ship to Barcelona* Spain, via Genoa* Fron 
Barcelona, Subject waa sent to Madrid* fnd his Italian passport was taken 
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awa y. Through t W' tntsrrsnt ion of Captain 1 Ivo Obsmillsr, CQUAttH Mdi 
contact wLth Ott^ Skorsany, undsr vboN protection DQLLMAli mow naiioi. 
DOLLMAU is still sttsaptiiif to obtain A valid Italian Passport { howsrtr, 
it is bslirrsd by sour os that hi will not bs suoosssfol. 

m, DQLIMAN has indicated his intention to writs his tacvolrs, 
to bs antitied "Un sros Tils/ (A Vil*/Hsro). Hs still boasts of bis 
friendship with (Field Marshal) Albsrt/tsssSl rii>|, who is said to bars
